The grass used in putting greens and the most prac- 
tical bent grass to use in lawn mixtures. It makes a firm, durable turf. 

CHEWINGS FESCUE (Festuca rubra var. fallax) Its needle- thin, dark green leaves make 
a handsome lawn. It will tolerate shade and thrive on dry soils, and is best used in mixture - 
with other grasses. 

KENTUCKY BLUEGRASS (Poa pratensis) Best of the truly permanent lawn grasses, it is 
fine textured and deep emerald green.
